His opinion was given while W. L. Saunders and other members 


of the Naval Consulting Board were at the department to confer with 


Secretary of the Navy Daniels on anti-submarine inventions recently 


considered by the board. 
This authority declared that “ we are getting down to brass] 


tacks.” 
The lines of effort he felt, are converging toward successful 


outcome. 
Inventions have been tried out and several groups of men 


working on the problem are beginning to co-ordinate their work in 


the direction of an actual solution.

Every branch of science is being used in solving the problem. 


The most prominent workers in scientific and inventive lines are assist­ 


ing. 
The plan reported by Saunders in an interview last Saturday in 


New York was said not to have crystallized entirely, though the gen­ 


eral work of the Consulting Board is rapidly coming to a head.

On the theory advanced by some 
criminologists that the eyes of a per­ 
son who meets a violent death often 
mirrors the last object viewed officers 
disinterred the girl’s body yesterday 
and a photograph of one of her eyes 
was taken 
by means of a micro­ 
scope, officers assert, the outline of 
a man e head was discovered in the 
photograph. 
According to the sheriff, the ne­ 
gro stoutly 
maintained his 
inno­ 
cence until his attention was called 
to what was declared 
to be blood 
stains on his shoes. 
When he was 
told that an examination 
of 
the 
stained showed that 
they were of 
human blood the negro, terror-strick­ 
en, admitted his guilt, officers say. 
and related the details of the crime, 
one of the most brutal in the crim­ 
inal annals of this city. 
Persons was arrested shortly af­ 
ter the girl’s body was found, later 
was released, but 
was kept 
under 
mrveilance until last Saturday when 
he was again taken 
into custody. 
His actions, while he was at liberty, 
it was stated, led to his second a r­ 
rest. 
Persons, according to a statement 
by Sheriff Tate, confessed that he at­ 
tacked the girl when she alighted 
from her bicycle near where he was 
working. The first blow from his axe 
was a glancing one and only momen­ 
tarily dazed her, according to the al­ 
leged confession, and she fought des­ 
perately until she was felled and her 
skull flushed by aother blow.

Persons, the sheriff declared, di­ 
rected the search for the axe with 
which the murder is alleged to have 
been committed. 
It was found in a 
shallow stream near the scene of 
the crime.
